27, and pafs to them fuch credits as he may-deem 
proper. 

Ordered , That Brothers Gen. John Steele, William 
Duffy and Robert Cochran, be appointed a commit- 
tee to examine the Treafurer’s Books, and report, &c. 

Ordered , That brothers Gen. Benjamin Smith, 
Gen. Durant Hatch, Gen. Montfort Stokes, Jeremiah 
Slade, Do&or Calvin Jones, and Samuel Lowrie, be 
appointed to examine the communications made to 
us from other Grand Lodges in North America.

The committee to whom was* referred the exami- 
nation of the ftate of the Treaiury, made the follow- 
ing report : 

That they find by receipts up to the 'fir. ft day of 
December, 1805, to be in the hands of the Grand 
Treaturer, the fum of £.434 16 5 1^2: four hun- 
dred and thirty four pounds, fixteen {hillings and five 
pence half penny. I hat -the neceflary difo-urfements 
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amount to £70 8 g : feventy pounds, eight L.A igs 
and nine pence. Which latter fum taken from the 
former, leaves in the hands of the Grand Treat urer 
the fum of 364 £.j 8 1-2 : three hundred and fixty 
lour pounds feven (hillings and eight pence half 
penny.

Ordered , That Gen. Durant Hatch and Francis X. 
Martin, be appointed a committee to enquire into the 

cafe of Mr. Ives, formerly a member of Sr. John 

Lodge, No. 3, New hern, and make a report thereof 
to the next grand annual communication. 

The Grand Lodge being informed by the moft wor- 
fh'pful the honorable John Lewis Taylor, paft Grand 
Mafter, now one of the reprefentatives of St. John's 
Lodge, No. 3, Newbern, that the worfhipful Francis 
Lothrop, the Mafter of faid Lodge, died on the — — 
day of October last past : therefore
